It must be apparent to everyone interested 
in the prosperity of this district that some 
decided action must be taken, and that at 
once, in the matter of a commonage for 
this district. The action taken only last 
week by Mr Lough.nan, (it appears to ha 
becoming an annual custom with him,) in 
impounding a number of cattle arid horses 
from the Fount Pisa station, should surely 
convince people that such a proceeding is 
absolutely necessary. Surely .some effec- 
tual means can betoken to obtain the de- 
sired end, and in the meantime oppose 
this wretched impounding bn.siness, Tlie 
people in the district are by no means 
blameless in the matter ; they have been 
too inactive ; except when the thing was 
pres.sed upon them by some flagi-ant ex- 
ample of squattorial power, they gave no 
sign of any interest in it, — and even then 
they were far from being unanimona on 
the snbjdiA. "Last year, about the end of 
October, Mr Loxjohnan impounded nearly 
two hundred head of c-attle and horees, 
and his proceedings c-alled forth such a 
unanimous outburst of indignation that 
the Su|>erintendent was obliged to inter- 
pose his mediation in the matter. Whilst 
the affair was fresh in the minds of peojJe, 
a Commonage Committee, consisting of 
twelve men, was appointed, to (quoting 
their own words) “ adopt every means in 
their power to obtain adequate commonage, 
and in the meantime to resist to tin utmost 
any further attempts on the part of the 
runholders to impound cattle.’’ Can the 
members of the committee conscicntionsly 
say that they have carried out the objects 
for which they were appointed ? Or can 
the people of this district say that they 
supported that committee in carrying out 
these objects 1 

Either this commonage is oris not woi-th 
fighting for. If it is, it ought to he done 
in a united fashion ; no single man should 
be put or left in the position of having to 
oppose wealthy firms such as the ownei-s 
of the sunounding stations are. A leaf 
should he taken by the inhabitants of this 
district out of the runholders' book in this 
matter. They know how to combine if 
the interest of only one of their body is at- 
tacked. They vote and act as one man in 
the Provincial Council, in the House of 
Representatives, and even in the com ts of 
law they support one another. Therefore, 
they are successful in almost every matter 
affecting their particular interests, and 
they have been successful enough, as we 
know to Our cost, in even shaping the 
laws of the land in such a way as to make 
themselves the dominant power in the 
commonwealth. We do not feel called 
upon to suggest the particular method of 
doing it, but we feel assured that a similar 
course of conduct on the part of the people 
would bring about a different state of 
things ; and the interests of the few would 
have to retire before those of the many. 

It is quite apparent to ns that Mr 
Louohnan has other reasons, besides that 
of removing trespassers off his . run, for 
adopting this impounding system to such 
an extent as he lately has done. He knows 
well enough - that all the cattle and horses 
sent to the pound will find their way back 
within a weak or two at the most to their 
old haunts : at great expense to the un- 
fortunate owners it may 'be, — but still 
they^ '-will . return.. What then 1 Does 
-Mr* Louohnan intend -or wish, to play an 
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aelf nn^ , amallor cat^I^-owpers 1 Kot 
any meana We believe thiorou^I^ that 
Mr Lodohnan is as anxious, nay more 
anxious th'an the people' themselves' that 
the commonage' should be" granted by the 
Government. If that were done he would 
stand a chance of being paid by the Go- 
vernment a handsome sum of- money for 
relinquishing bis lease over the portion so 
granted, — a sum which possibly would pay 
for erecting a valuable fence across his 
run, and making other improvements. ' As 
the case stands at present he has practi- 
cally been deprived of a portion of his run, 
and yet no compensation has been paid to 
him. We do not sa^ that our supposition 
is altogether the correct one, but it looks 
very like as if such were the case. We 
are then placed in this unfortunate posi- 
tion. We want a commonage to be legally 
granted to us which has been practically in 
our possession for a long time, but on very 
uncertain and precarious terms; and Mr 
Loughnav, we believe, wants us to get the 
commonage, that he may not only be rid 
of a must unprofitable portion of his run, 
but that he may get compensation from 
the Government for that which is at pre- 
sent of no earthly use to him. We find no 
fault with him for wishing to bring about 
this conclusion, if such be his aim ; but we 
,do grumble at being made the object of 
such experiments. Why doesn’t ' Mr i 
Lobghnan go direct to the Government in 
the matter, and ask for compensation for 
tlie ground which he practically has lost, 
and leave our unfortunate cattle alone 1 
Why should we have to pay the piper, in 
the shape of pound fees, that he may dance 
to the tune of a thousand or, two 1 The 
Government are willing to deat fairly with 
him, without putting us to the, torture. 

We trust the Town Council, or some 
other public body, will once more take the 
subject in hand, and endeavour to bring it 
to a satisfactory settlement. The Com- 
monage Committee is practical^ dead, and 
we fear very much the Cromwell Miners' 
Association is very . nearly,, in the same 
state ; and it remains for some other body 
to see the thing properly attended to. We 
hope also, and we.say it deliberately, that 
.no personal feeling of. friendline^ to Mr' 
LouGHtiAN will. be allowed to interfere in 
the. affair: there has been too much of 
:that already. The interests of one wealthy 
.;firm, no matter how ■astiniable the gentle- 
man; representing it niay ;lje, .cjin.no longer 
■'bo allowed to Tclash.-with .the 'weil-being 
and prosperity of a theiiRarid people. , Let 
the people only be United in the .matter.

We have to acknowledge the receipt of 
a copy of the Votes and Proooedings of the Pro- 
vincial Council during last session. - 

Two well-known residents at Lake 
Wanaka. Messrs Macdonald and Tuohy, are now 
in the direction of the head waters of the Haast 
river. They are about to take up some country 
in that direction for pastoral purposes. 

The Cromwell Town Council met twice 
since our last issue, but the business was purely 
of a routine character. The first was to make 
arrangements for the nomination of the Mayor, 
and the other, which took place yesterday even- 
ing, to do the same for the vacancy in the ranks 
of the Councillors caused by Mr Dawkins’ elec- 
tion. Saturday first is the day' appointed. 

We believe it is the Hawea Block, No. 
1., which is referred to by Captain Fraser in his 
speech in the Legislative Council, — reprinted on 
our seventh page, — as the 2500 acres adjoining 
his own run. If so, it must also be Mr M‘Lean, 
of Morven Hills station, who is described as hav- 
ing walked into the Land Office, and bought up 
all the land with the exception of 200 or 300 
acres. Certainly, Mr M'Lean is at present the 
owner of nearly the whole block. 

In reference to the late dispute between 
certain miners at Cardrona and Mr Cottar, we 
are informed that two-thirds of the sum finally 
agreed upon to settle the matter,— namely, £.300, 
— is to be paid by the Government. At the s>ame 
time, we believe the Government does not intend 
this conclusion to form a precedent for future 
cases of a similar nature. In consider.ation of 
the £100 paid by the miners interested they are 
to be allowed certain privileges in taking up 
special claims. 

We understand it is the intention of 
Mr Campbell, of Wanaka. to put another punt 
across the Clutha about 300 yards above its con- 
fluence with the Hawea river. It is not to be 
put on in opposition to the one owned by Mr 
M'Pherson, and situated below the mouth of 
the Hawea, but simply to avoid the crossing of 
that river when occasion arises to travel in the 
direction of the head of the Lake. There is a 
■ very heavy current at the ford of the river men- 
tioned, and it is often impossible to cross at all. 

The sum of one hundred and fifty pounds 
w.as voted during last .session of the Provincial 
Council for the improvement of tbe track be- 
tween Albertown and the Makarora. There 
could not be a fitter time for the expenditure of 
that sum than the present In- a very short 
time it will he impossible to get the -necessarv 
. labour for the performance of thework, aa all 
the stations in the neighbouthood will be busy 
at the shearing season. The' track at present in 
many places is in a very dangerous 'fondition ; 
especially is such the case on the sidling going up 
to and {ram the low. saddle between Lskss Hawea 



A new line of coaches is shortly to be 
started between Tuapeka aUd Dunedin. 

Mr Henry Schutx, an old- miner and 
long resident in this diatrict, left last week for 
Pon Darwin. 

Mr Henry Norman, the well-known 
proprietor of the Albertown Hotel, is now on his 
return voyage from England. He is expected to 
arrive in Otago in about a month. 

The City Council of Dunedin propose 
building a hall that would accommodate the City 
and Supreme Courts, at a cost of £.31,000, They 
offer £160 premium for a ptixe design. 

We understand that Mr J. Solomon, ' 
draper, has made up his mind to settle perma- 
nently in Cromwell. He has leased the premises 
lately occupied by the Bank of New Ze)Mud. 

The immigrants by the Otago, which 
arrived in Dunedin the other day, have been 
eagerly snapped up. Mr Coliu Allan, the Immi- 
gration Agent, says he could have found employ- 
ment for ten times as many females. 

A Brisbane (Queensland) telegram of 
October 9 says : — The Government expedition to 
Endeavour river discovered a rich and extensive 
diggings. The news caused a rush. Tbe Go- 
vernment chartered the steamer James Paterson 
to convey tbe official staff with stores and 
horses. 

Walter Taylor, the jockey (aged 28), died 
in the Christchurch Hospital the other day from 
inflammation of the lungs, cau^t whilst riding 
at the Geraldine races (near Timaru) on Sept. 
21. Taylor had been training Sir Tattou, with 
whom he won a hurdle race at the meeting re- 
ferred to. 

At the last meeting of the Waste Lands 
Board in Dunedin, the following was part of the 
business transacted: — ** Letter from Mr John 
Hurley requesting a reduction in the price of the 
section upon which his cottage stands. Refused. 
— Applic;ition of Messrs F. Hull and Co. for a 
lease of 50 acres, for the purpose of miniug for 
antimony, on block 2, Bannockburn district. 
Mr 6. F. Reid appeared for the applicants. 
License to be granted under clause I6I of the 
IVaste Lands Act, 1872, at £1 per year.” 

The impounding season has again com- 
menced. On Monday evening, 13th inst. , a mob 
of cattle (about fifty in number) were driven to 
the Clyde pound by Mr Loughuau’s orders. 
They were mostly cattle running about the 
Gentle Annie, and were the property of Messrs 
M'NuLty and Henderson. On Saturday morn- 
ing, 18th inst, about twenty-five horses were also 
driven to the pound. They have mostly now 
been released by their several owners. How 
long, we wonder, is this state of things to be en- 
dured ? It depends entirely upon she people 
themselves. 

The monthly meeting of the Athenieum 
Committee took place on Tuesday evening, 14th 
inst. There were present : Messrs Preshawa 
Baird, Taylor, Marsh, Jolly, Colclough^ and 
Wright. Amon^t the other business trans* 
aCij-ed, it .w^ resolved on the proposition of Mr 
Jolly, seconded by Mr Marsh, that steps be taken 
by the comiuittee to get the sub*dividing botm- 
dary lines of the land on the Lower Flat at once 
L'lid otT by a surveyor, and that on tbe same 
being completed, a yearly rental be levied from 
occupiers of tbe various portions of the Flat. 
The President, Vice-president, and Messrs Marsh 
and Taylor, were appointed a sub-committee to 
carry out the necessary arrangemeuts, and to re- 
port within a fortnight, Mr Taylnr gave notice 
that he would move, That this committee pur- 
chase sections 33 and 34, of Block 11., for an 
.\thensum site.” The meeting then adjourned 
for a fortnight, 

A Traveller’* writes from Arrowtown, 
under date October 18, as follows The sale 
of the Shotover Ferry Hotel, Queenstown road, 
was held on Thursday, by Mr D. Powell, auc- 
tioneer. The premises realised £510, aud the 
furnitare, &c., sold at satisfactory prices. The 
purchaser was Mr Thomas Gibson, of the Twelve- 
mile, Arrow district. The prices obtained show 
that property of this description has increased in 
value during the past few months, although the 
! past winter was characterised by much depres- 
; sion, owin^ to the flooding of the Arrow aud 
Shotover nvers in the early part of the season. 
The progress of the railway to Kingston, the 
great strides made by the town of Queenstown, 

, the initiation of a system of mining on tbe rivers 
by large companies, and the bridges proposed 
and in progress over the Knwarau are some of 
the causes at work. At the Arrow, Messrs 
Hallenstein and Co. recently disposed of their 
business premises at a price which showed ample 
confidence in the future of the place on the part 
of the purchasers (Messrs M 'Dougall and Smith). 
It is most likely that were a really first-class 
hotel, affording extensive accommodation, ample 
stabling, &c., erected there, it would be a good 
investment, nothing of the kind on a really liberal 
scale having yet been attempted.” 

Between ten and twenty of the citizens 
assembled in the Town Hall on Friday, on which 
day it had been arranged that the nominationR 
for the office of Mayor of the town, rendered 
vacant by the resignation of Mr Fraer, were to 
be handed in. Twelve o’clock, the hour fixed, 
having arrived, Mr 0. Colclough, acting as He- 
taming Officer, read the only nomination he had 
received, that, namely, of Mr James Dawkins, 
who was proposed by Mr James Taylor, and 
seconded by Mr G. M. Starkey. Mr Colclough 
therefore declared him duly elected Mayor of 
Cromwell for the remainder of the municipal 
year. Mr Dawkins briefly addnissed th^se as- 
sembled. He was thankful *to them for the 
honour just conferred upon him, aud hoped to 
fulfil the duties satisfactorily. He had almost 
earned the position, having been a Councillor for 
four years, and it was evident that he had 
pleased the ratepayeis. A cheer was given for 
Mr Dawkius, and the proceedings terminated.—

surely have arranged that some qualified person

A Wellington telegram dated October 
5, says !~ “ An Order in Connell has been passed 
to-day, anthnrising the granting of free pass, ages 
to nominated immigrants. A circular letter is 
about to be sent to the Superintendents, to take 
charge of the immigration depots and quarantine 
establishments in their respective Provinces. 
The Agent-General is to be instriicted to grant 
free passages to all suitable immigrants. He 
will nave a discretionary power to make ad- 
vances to enable immigrants fo reach tbe port of 
eipbarkation, bnt must exercise the greatest 
stringency in their' selection. He is to endea- 
vour to send out tfO.OOO immigrants in the next 
six months, and to charter two fine steamers, to 
start in December — the one for Port Chalmers, 
and the other for Lyttelton, so as to bring immi- 
grants out in time for next harvest. ” 

From Mr Warden I'izard’s report on 
the Haast rush, we take the following paragraph, 
descriptive of the prospectors’ claim and the sur- 
rounding country The next morning we 
crossed the range to the pro.spectors’ claim. It 
is in a very small creek in a blind gully, and I was 
certainly disapjMiiated at the small extent of 
round left after pegging off their claim, there 
eing only room for about three other claims be- 
sides their own. I have no doubt they bare a 
payable claim ; the prospects taken varied from 
a colour to Idwt, llgrs. to the dish — coarse gold. 
The claim was only just opened, the prospectors 
having worked in it for about three oays before 
they left for Ukarito, having no provieions left. 
There is about a foot of gravel wash on a soft 
blpc clay bottom. I enclose a copy of the grant 
of the claim. The range, on which' is situated 
the claim, runs north and south, and round the 
base of it winds a creek of only moderate size, 
and on each side of the range are small creeks, 
running out of blind gullies into the main creek. 
The prospectors state that gold is to be had in 
nearly all of them. Their claim is on the eastern 
side of the range, whilst the creek near the 
camp, from which they obtained most of the 
gold they took to Okarito, is on the western 
side ; but whether the gold runs through the 
range it is impossible tn say, for although the 
f.act of finding gold in creeks on each aide would 
tend to that opinbn, still the appearance of the 
ground close to tbe creeks does not support the 
idea of there l»eing an extensive alluvial dig- 
gings. In tbe main creek there is every appear- 
ance of gold, but no one could get a prospect. I 
accompanied four men up, but we discovered 
nothing, and it is very difficult to travel.”

The Aurora tribnters have determined to 
abandon their claim. The ground it left 
pretty nearly in as unprospeoted a state nS 
when they took it up. It ia not yet knou-ii 
whether the original company will take the 
matter in hand themselves or not, but it is 
probable they will. Several of the late tri- 
buters would be willing to form a new com- 
pany to give the claim another trial. 

The Cromwell Company are still driving 
westwards from the shaft opposite the black- 
smith’s shop, The reef is much the same as 
formerly, the stone being apparently equally 
good, and coming in in the same way as it be- 
fore did in the whole length of the drive. 
There will be a crushing ready as soon as the 
mill has finished a lot of about 300 tons oit 
which it is at present engaged. Tlie com- 
pany are busy sinking two shafts still further 
down hill, with the intention, of course, of 
catching the run of gold at other parte of the 
reef. 

The Reliance Company have got the old 
shaft in their claim trimmed, and are now 
engaged sinking it to a greater depth. They 
will sink some distance yet before putting in 
a T drive, — that is, unless they should he 
fortunate enough to drop upon the reef in 
the shaft. 

Mr Colclough reports that "the Lqcknow 
Company’s tunnel proceeds but slowly, as 
only two men liave been actually driving 
during the w^k. It is to bo regretted that 
valuable timy should be lost in prosecuting 
the work during only eight hours out of 
twenty-four. 1 may stereotype the phrase 
that the rock continues as hard as ever. To- 
day the Water is reported to have Considerably 
increased in the tunnel.” 

CARRICK RANGE. 

The manager of the Elizabeth company re- 
ports that crushing operations have been con- 
tinued without any stoppage, and the wash- 
ing-up will take place about the end of the 
week. Efforts are being made to open up 
the reef for a further extension of operations 
by testing it to a greater depth. 

The Star of the East crushing last week 
turned out very poor indeed, even poorer 
than was expected. The result of 300 tons 
was only 102oz. 6dwts. , being rather less than 
7dwts. to the ton. No reef has as yet been 
struck in the lower tunnel ; it is now in a 
distance of about 260 feet. 

The legal Manager of the Heart of Oak 
regrets to say that he was misled by a false 
report last week, about the reef being struck 
in the claim. It appears tliat the report was 
spread by one of the workmen employed in 
the drive. The bar which he came across 
certainly looked Very like a reef, but it un- 
fortunately turned out not to be one. The 
legal manager was led to pay more attention 
to the report from the fact that between 60 
and 100 shares changed hands the same day 
that it reached him, the buyers in every case 
being miners resident almost on the ground, 
and who made no secret that they were buy- 
ing upon the strength of the reef being 
struck. The Star and Oak battery ia now 
engaged uprrn stone from the Oak ; it has 
been obtained, of course, from the old work- 
ings. 

Til ere is nothing of interest to report from 
any of the other claims on the hill this week.

The Wanaba Races took place on Friday 
and Saturday last, and fully tnaiiiiained' the 
lefuitation which was gained for them at the 
fast annual meeting) although the attendance 
fell considerably short of that reached on 
that occasion. AU tlie districts round about 
■ were represented to a certain extent, but the 
groat majority of those present came from the 
liakea district, and from the Cardrona. Mr 
Campbell, of Wanaka Station, in the absence 
of Mr Leughnsn, acted as Judge, Mr G. B. 
Bond, of Cardrona, as starter, Mr J. Ewing 
as handicopper, and Mr Worsop as secretary. 
The manner in which those gentlemen per- 
formed tlieic various duties under the direc- 
tion of the stewards was worthy of the 
utmost commendation. ■ It will bo sufficient 
to add on this subject tliat no disagreement 
or protest took place during the whole meet- 
ing. The starting and handicapping, espe- 
cially, deserve a word or two to themselves. 
In nearly every instance Mr Bond succeeded 
in getting off the various teams at the first 
trial, and in one or two cases in which some 
of tlie horses were a little fractious, by a little 
patience and tact, he succeeded in letting 
them go in beautiful order. Respecting the 
handicaps, the chief event of the meeting, the 
Wanaka Handicap, was a convincing proof 
I,hat Mr Ewing thoroughly understood his 
ibusiness. A handicapper may well be satis- 
fied with himself when he manages, as Mr 
Ewing did in the race mentioned, to place 
horses in such an order that for the distance 
■of more than a mile and a quarter a decent 
table-cloth would almost have. covered the 
lot of them. 

iThe races were in every instance well con- 
tested, and in no instance w:is the prize 
gained without the winner having to run for 
it, the horses evidently being sent to win if 
■possible. Boomerang’s victory in , the prin- 
cipal race was the source of much gratifiea- 
■tion tio all present, not only on account of 
Boomerang being a horse bred iii the district, 
but also because every one felt that Mr Tag- 
gart deserved to gain it for the plucky and 
straightforward manner in which all hie rac- 
ing dealings are conducted. 

The booth on the racecourse was under 
the superintendence of Mr T. Russell, 
>ot the 'VVanaka Hotel, Pembroke, and it is 
hardly necessary to add that the provision 
■•made by him for supplying the thirsty assem- 
blage was amply sufficient for the occasion, j 
'The qrtality of the refreshments was unex-

Should the “rush to' the Haast turn' out 
favoupably, there Is every likelihood that 4 
number of miners iiiid others in this district 
will be clearing out for it ; and as the soured 
of the Haast is only about seventy miles from 
Cromwell, with a tr.lck the highest altitude 
of which is scarcely 690 feet above the level 
of Lake Wanaka, and which is passable at all 
times of the year,- perhaps a short and truth-^ 
ful account of the route, by one who' spent 
three months in prospecting and exploniig 
the Haast and. its. tributaries, and sn'uso- 
quently resided sometime at the mouth of 
tlie river, may be of some interest and pos- 
sibly of some service, , 

Lot iia start, then, from Pembtoke, at the 
foot of Lake Wanaka, and proceed up the 
lake to its ‘head, a distance of thirty-five’ 
miles, landing at the moutli 'pf , the, Makarora 
river, which empties itself into the lake. 
Thence we travel up the Makarora valley , a 
distance of about twenty miles, over a fine 
grass'eountry, until we find ourselves oppo- 
site the pass or saddle, which forms a com- 
plete break iu the dividing range. It is a 
low terrace or plateau, about 500 feet Jiigh 
and four or five miles square, the mountains 
on each side rising to'fln altitude of over 
4000 feet. Here we enter a fine hirch forest, 
perfectly open, and after travelling a di.stance 
of five or six miles, during which ive cross 
the Fish stream (a tributary of the Makarora) 
three times, we find ourselves on tho edge 
of a low terrace overlooking the two small 
streams which constitute the head waters of 
the Haast river. These wo follow down their 
course for eight miles, with good river-bed 
travelling, when the gorge brings us up. Wo 
took a heavy horse, with a pack of a hun- 
dredweight and a half, as far as this point 
without any difficulty. The gorge is ten 
miles in length, and is entered on the north 
side, to which we hold for about half a mile, 
when we cross the river, which in ordinary 
weather scarcely reaches to tiie knees, and 
travel down the opposite side until we again 
open out on low open bush, and river-bed 
walking. Pour miles below the gorge,- the 
Burke river joins. The Burke is a deep and 
sluggish river ; but the Ha.ist is easily croased 
both .above and below its junction. We arc 
now on the south bank of the Haast, and 
about forty miles from its mouth. . For the 
rest of the way, the walking is all bush and 
shingle-bed, and there are no more rivers to 
cross, as all the tributaries between the Burke 
and the coast enter from the north, ^viz., 
the Clarke, Cascade, and Thomas. 

The bnsh teems with game in the shape of 
kiwis and kakapus, and the climate is much 
milder and dryer than that of the Hokiti'Ka 
or Grey districts. Several parties have gori'i 
from the Makarora and reached the coast, 
easily in four days, and retiimed in the same. 
time, wliicli in itself proves that the count.y 
is by no means bad to travel over, as the tl;>j-' 
t,ince is fully eighty miles. It is a great pif.y 
that the Government never thought proper 
to construct a good bridle-track across the' 
saddle, lliave heard many express a belief, 
(in whicli I certainly share) that there is a 
wide field for prospecting in that direction ; 
and there can be no doubt that had there 
been a track at tho last rush to the Haast, 
(which was 'greatly overdone), about five 
years ago, hundreds of diggers would have 
availed themselves of it to come to the Ota'-,, 
gold-fields.

On a former occasion, I drew attention to 
the fact that our town was in want of a cer- 
tain iisefnl inemher of the communities which 
compose townshijis, but as j’et there has been 
no response. Tliis time I hojie to be inoro 
fortunate, seeing that I must fly at higher 
game. We are sadly in want of a Town 
Councillor. Municipal honmirs are a little 
below par here at present. We had all the ; 
m.iohiueiy ready to elect one the other day ; 
that is, we had a Deputy-Mayor appointed, 
—his Worship lUmscif having gone to the 
races, — the Town Clerk was ready with the 
Act, hut no wonld-be Councillor was found. 
So I just thought I would mention it, as they 
.i.re going to try it on again ou a soniBwhiit 
different Lay ; and should there be any stray 
municipal honour aspirants within your range, 
it is to be hoped they will give us a turn, 
and relieve ns from onr present difficulty. 
Still, I believe we have more Councillors now 
than can well agree. But I think I recollect 
hearing of Macandrew saying once that di- 
versity of opinion was tlie life’s-blood of con- 
stitutional government. I do not know if 
that saying of his would apply where one 
Councillor says, “ Here is my bill for a cer- 
tain quantity of quarried stones which I de- 
livered for the use of the Corporation,” and 
another Councillor says, “ The atones were 
used for work which ivns principally for yoiir 
own benefit, and we will not recognise your 
bill.” I cannot see that sucli differences as 
these raise the scale of constitutional or mu- 
nicipal governments ; but it seems they will 
arise. However, the new Councillor need 
not be alarmed ; if he does not supply any 
stones, he will not be pcrson.illy interested, 
and tli.1t goes a long way. Though we will 
not come up to dxpeet.itions as to the impor- 
tance of the present year for Clyde, still our 
Councillors are not without work before 
them. They are to get £300 to make the 
road through the town ; and the Clyde Mu- 
nicipal Waterworks Ordinance wants atten- 
tion, to say nothing of tho Court-house, the 
Libraiy, and tlie common. Had the Lords

tenants) not put a set oh the Bridge Bill, we 
should nave reached the climax of our pros- 
perity all- at once.-rl notice Vogel is going to 
have a new way of settling the diversities of 
opinion between the Houses, under some 
system of adding the majorities of one to the 
minorities of tlie oth er.

Hew Amalgamating Process. 

Messrs Hollinshed and Nome, of Sydney, 
have recently patented an entirely new pro- 
cess of amalgamating gold and silver ores, 
which, says the Moniimj Jlemld, “ consists 
in passing the cnished m.iterial throngli .a 
column of mercury, instead of over the sur- 
I face of the merciny, as it is now done. To 
exemplify the action of the new tre.itracnt, ,i 
working model has been erected in the yard 
of Mr Norric’s laboratory, 228, Pitt-street, 
of a size sufficient to pass through a ton of 
j m.-iterial per diem, or about sufficient to meet 
i the requirements of one stamper. The pro- 
'eess is a very simple one, and consists of 
i three stages of piping, each about four feet 
in length, making, with the hopper and 
the discharge pipe, a total length of some 
fourteen feet. The pipes, &c., are erected 
vertically, and are broken at each of the 
three stages, where the pipe jiasses into a 
glass cylinder or cup, about eight inches in 
height and five inches in diameter, and of 
course closed at the bottom. The pipe reaches 
within a short distance of tlie bottom, ami 
the water descending through it strikes 
a falsa bottom, so hollowed out .is to scatter 
the stream fairly in all directions. To fur- 
ther assist the scattering process, there is a 
diaphragm inserted within three inches r,f 
the bottom, pierced with holes, Uiroiigh which 
; the stream is forced. Each cup is charged 
; with' about four inches of mercury, and tlnis, 

■ when the machinery is in action, the wash 
: descending hy the pipe is forced through the 
I mercury, thus bringing every part into im- 
‘ mediate contact with the silver, and render- 
jing amalgamation almost a certainty. At 
I e.ich of the three stages there is a cup or 
; cylinder charged with mercury, so that the 
wash has to pass, before it reaches the dis- 
charge pipe, through a column of twelve in- 
ches of silver. The action of the machine 
was shown to a large number of gentlemen 
by passing through a quantity of sand, .and 
the process was generally approved of as 
being a vast improvement upon the old ripple- 
boxes. Mr Norrie is of opinion llial even 
the cnishing from mundic quartz can fairly bo 
manipulated in this way, as the constant agi- 
tation of the silver and its consequent con- 
tinuous friction preserve it bright, and pre- 
vent it from sickening, os is the case when 
the debris of mundic quartz passes over the 
silver.”

'Large Fire iu" Auckland. ' 

Another very destructive fire has occurred 
in. Auckland.-. From telegrams to Dunedin 
papers, wo take- the following particulars. ; — 
gWSt fire broke oiit in Queen-street last 
night (Tuesday). £40,000 worth of property 
was destroyed. The fire commenced at, the 
back of a store belonging to Mr.J. S. Mac- 
farlane, and oxton'dod to the adjoining pi-e- 
mises..,,rlt spread;, from these st'b'res to 
Eaton’s Iwick store ; thence to Henderson 
and Maefarlane’s front store, Messrs Sop- 
pat, Biicli'olz, J. S. Macfarlaiie, Clark Bros., 
Ganiett, Ijeamington, Stone Bros., S. .T. 
^Edmonds, and G. W. Binhey, were destroyed. 
•A large amount of goods were got out, but 
much daniagcd. • • i. , ., . 

The insurance losses are Sdu'tA British, 
£11,855 ; New Zealand, '£19,000; Norwich 
Union, £2,000 ; 'V'iotoria, large, but not yet 
known. Soppat was uninsured. All the 
stores were brick, A strong gale was blow- 
ing during the fire. ‘ When' it was first dis- 
covered, the streets were, deserted,; and no 
assistance. near to extinguish it. The store 
where it originated was full of flax gum and 
damaged cotton and wool discharged from the 
Lady Bowen, vyhich put into port leaky. It 
is supposed this i^itod spontaneously. It 
burnt. with great ficrcGness, the gale driving 
the 'fl'ahics vvitli Irresistible force on the front 
store. The Brigade w.as soon present, but 
all .eft'orts were. useless to extinguish the vast 
body of flame. The crowd rushed the front 
store, and removed a large quantity of mer- 
chandise. The gale drove the flames through 
uj>stairs windows in Macfarlane’s front store, 
nearly suff'ocatiug some volunteers, one of 
whom was dragged out unconscious. Aiimn- 
bor of people wore engaged removing goods 
from the front store wiien it suddenly fell 
and burst into flames. The men rushed 
downstairs, and several narrowly escaped. It 
.Is rc]>ortcd three are missing, but whether 
they .vyei'e. burnt or mtt cannot be ascertained. 
'V'ondersheydc, of the firm of Henderson and 
Macfarlane, w.as cari-icil out insensible, sufi'o- 
c.‘ited with smok'e. lie soon recovered.
